Resolution 

Dance education is a medium for enhancing the 
qualityof life for children, youth, and adults.

Therefore, we urge arts, civics, and educational 
groups to support dance programs where they 
exist and to develop programs where they do not 
exist that: 

• foster aesthetic-kinesthetic education; 

• integrate the human capacity to form and 
transform in and through movement; 

• celebrate the human ability to move with 
power and expressiveness; 

• promote movement skills that explore and 
extend the artistic, cognitive, and psychomotor 
potentials of the human bfi*ng; 

• articulate and verify a commitment to 
man's heritage of dance forms from all cultures 
and all races; and 

• include sequential dance experiences 
appropriate to the development stages of the 
human beings for whom they are designed.
